evidences that the AT&T Intellectual Property Review Team completed its 
patentability review and decided to proceed with the preparation of a patent 
application directed to the subject matter of Disclosure No. 2000-0020

'699 application dated July 17, 2000. 

12. Upon information and belief, Attachment E, which is a letter dated August 9, 2000 
from Robert B. Levy of AT&T to Mr. Joseph Krause of Banner and Witcofif; informs 
Banner and Witcoff of suggested revisions to the draft application. 

13. Upon information and belief, Attachment F, which is a memorandum dated October 6, 
2000 from Mr. Joseph Krause of Banner and Witcofif to me, provides a draft of the 
c 699 application for my review. 

14. Upon information and belief, Attachment G is a memorandum from Ms. Christine 
Jaszkowski of Banner and Witcofif to Mr. Robert B. Levy of AT&T dated October 10, 
2000, providing a final draft of the '699 application. 

15. Upon information and belief, Attachment H is a letter from Ms. Ann E. Taylor of 
AT&T to Mr. Thomas H. Jackson of Banner and Witcofif dated November 1, 2000, 
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informing Mr. Jackson of the submission of the '699 application to the United States 
Patent and Trademark Office.
